A NEW MOVE. 


If current reports are correct, 
General Chan King-ming has no 
“Intention of giving up the fight 


’ against the Reds, for news is cir-} 


culating in the Colony to-day to the 
effect that hé has decided to pro- 
ceed to the Southern sector as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the anti-Red 
forces thére, which are at present 
commanded by’ General Tang Poon- 
‘yan, It is stated that he will very 
shortly proceed south to take up 
this post, and that he hopes to 
consolidate all the anti-Red troops 
in that region. | 

_Thetrecent capture by the anti- 
Reds of the cities of Yan Ping, Hoi 
Ping and Toi Shan created an 
impresdion that the tactics employ- 
ed in the operations against the 
Reds in the southern and West 
River sectors were superior to those 
of Chan King-ming’s forces on the 
East River front, but it is now re- 
ported that a marked change has 
in the .situation. The 
Reds having been reinforced at all 
points of importance, and are now 
actively engaged In an offensive 
against the anti-Reds.. It is re- 
ported that the Reds have recap- 
tured’ the cities of Hoi Ping, Toi 
Shan, and Yan.Ping and from the 
latter place are advancing on Na 
‘Lung and Yeung Kong. It further 
stated that these recaptures were 
effected by the Division under the]. 
command of Chu Pui-tek, and also 
by the three regiments despatched 
‘by Wong ‘Shaothung

There was a . distinguished 
gathering at the Chinese Mer- 
chants’ Club yesterday afternoon 
when 4 preception was given in 
‘of the Hon. Sir Claud’ 
Severn, and a presentation was 
made to him on behalf of Lady 
Severn. : 
_The Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall, 
in the course of his speech men- 


Jtioned that Sir Claud: had told 


him that he and Lady Severn may, 
pay a-short visit to Hongkong in 
the spring of 1927. 

The presentation 


took the form 


dof a beautiful. jade pendant, at- 


tached to-a gdld-chain, a Swatow 
silk table cloth, a Chinese embroi- 
dered shaw] and an embroidered 
bedspread. 

The presentation was made by 
Mr. Chow Shou-son after the 
guests had sat down for tea. 

Mr. Chow Shou-son said: Your 
Excellency, Sir Claud Severn and 
gentlemen. On ‘behalf of my fel- 
flaw hosts, I believe there are only 
about 120 of them, I desire to 
express the greatest pleasure and 
honour ‘which we all feel at the 
gracious presence of your Excel- 
lency (cheers), the gallant heads 


of ovr Navy and Army and many” 


other distinguished individuals. 
It is-a matter of great gratifica- 
tion and honour to us that your 
Excellency was able to spare @ 
few minutes to come here to 
grace this function. do, 

Continuing, he said that he was 
going to address the gathering 
in Chinese because there were 
many there who could not under- 
atund English. After that he 
would ask Mr. Kotewall to ad- 
dress a few words in English and 
he was sure he would be in his 
element in that line (Laughter 
and cheers). 

Ags a general rule, he said, he 
spoke Chinese without 
But he was not doing. so on that 
ocension because His Excellency 


‘was’ sitting next to him. and he 


might detect some mistakes. 
Therefore he was going to read 
his Chinese notes for the first 
time (Laughter and cheers). 

He then addressed the gathering 
in Chinese. 


Mr. Kotewall Address. 


The Hon. Mr. R. H. Kotewall 
then rose to address the gather- 
ing and said: 

Your Excellencies, Sir Claud 
Severn and gentlemen,--I_ wish 
that my friend the Hon. Mr. 


{| Chow Shou-son ‘had not insisted 


upon. my dcting as the spokesman 
on this occasion, for parting is 
at. all’ times and under all cir- 
cumstances a-melancholy affair; 
and’ this parting has, for me a 
particular poignancy. For Sir 
Claud Severn was at one time my 
official chief—a chief who was 
ut all, times considerate and ap- 
preciative; and he has through- 
out:the fourteen years’ residence 


in this Colony been more than | 


kind to me. 

Fortunately, -his impending de- 
parture from these shores may 
not be his last, as he has just 
told me to my- delight, as it must 
now be to your also, that he and 
Lady Severn may pay Hongkong

But whatever may be the ferm 
in which we manifest our feelings 
towards him, 1 can assure “Sir 
Claud that the Chinese hold- him

Unbroken Success, 


. After thirty-five years of suc- 
cessful and distinguished service 
under ‘the Crown, Sir Claud 
Severn is now seeking tho rest 
which he has so well earned. It 
was in the year, I think 1891, that 
Sir Claud began his public career 
in the Librarian Department of 
the Foreign Office, and it was. in! 
1894 that he' became the Private 
Seeretary ‘to the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements and the 
Federated Malay States, 

fle became a Junior Officer in 
Selangor the year after, and from 
that time onwards in the Federat- 
ed Malay States his career was 
one of unbroken suecess. In 
‘January, 1912, he was tyansferred 
to Hongkong as our Colonial 
Secretary; and it i3 no exaggera- 
tion to say that’ he immediately 
Fwon golden opinions from all 
‘sides for his intuitive tact, in- 
born courtesy, and‘ administrative 
capacity. aoe

He has ahways taken a deep inter- 
est in loci! education and sports, 
the latter of whichyit has been 
hig special hobby to encourage. A 
lover of good musie’and a singer 
of rare charm, he has contributed 
to the success of many concerts 
and dinner-parties. . (Applause). 

A man of broad outlook and 
broad tolerance, he has done much 
for the Chinese Community. 


True friend of Chinese. 


Speaking as one who has known 
him from the day of his arrival 
in Hongkong, I can say that in Sir 
Claud Severn the Chinese has a 
true friend. - He is .now leaving 
us, and we shall be the poorer by 
his going. On behalf of his Chin- 
ese friends and, I may say, of the 
whole Chinese Community, I wish 
him and Lady Severn many years 
of good health and happiness to 
enjoy the retirement which their 
goud work hag earned for them. 

i (Applause). . 
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I will now ask Mr, Chow Shou-! 


son to present, .on our behalf, 
these small gifts as on inadequate 
token of our high csteem. and re- 
gard for Lady Severn who will 
always occupy a warm placé in the 
hearts of the Community for her 
charming personality and kindly 
disposition.

Sir Claud's Speech. 


Sir Claud Severn on rising to 
speak was greeted with cheers.

T cannot say how much I thank 
you for these beautiful, gifts and 
Lady Severn will convey her 
thanks to you later on when I take 
them home to her, It is very kind 
of you and I am sure she will ap- 
preciabe tremendously the kindness 
of her Chinese friends in Hong- 
kong, with whom she spent. such 
happy days. ; 

Close Relations: 


Mr, Chow: Shou-son: came: here 
sone time after I arrived, and 1 
have come to realise what a wonder- 
ful friend he can be, and what an 
extraordinary member of the com- 
munity, both as member of the 
Ccunci! and adviser of the Govern- 
ment. We have been fortunate 
to have had the benefit of his 
great administrative experience in 
Northern China which he brought 
to Hongkong. ot 

It is impossible for me to 
describe or refer to his many 
public services, but 1 must refer to 
the great kindness which he has 
shown to me ard to my wife while 
we were hete. (Applause) As 
Mr, Kotewall has already informed 
you my relations have been ex- 
traordinayily close from the first 
day I arrived in the Colony. Your 
Excellency will remember how on 
‘a morning in February 1912 we 
walked from Murray Pier up to the 
offices and we were told that it 
was the first. fine day that they 
had had in Hongkong for a month 
(Laughter) 

-In the offices we met Mr. Kote- 
wall. I need hardly say that Mr. 
Kotewall’s services in the office 
were most exceptional and I need 
only refer to his work on’ the 
estimates year by year where 
nothing escaped his eagle eye. 
When he came to me and said 
he was leaving the public services 
it was a very sad day for us, and 
I wondered whether he was wise 
in leaving the Secretariat.

MEETING. 


Results of a Good Year. 


‘Phe sixth annual general meeting 
of the Hongkong Boxing Associa- 
tion was held last evening at the 
Board.-Room of Messrs, Jardine 
Matheson & Co., there being a good 
attendance, with Mr. RJM. Dyer 
in the chair, who, in presenting the 
aceounts, congratulated the Asso- 
ciation on the past year's working 
and looked forward to an even 
better one for 1925-26. Details of 
the accounts huve already been 
published in these columns. 

In presenting the. General Com- 
mittee’a Report’ and Statement of 
Accounts the Chairman «said, 
“Gentlemen, in proposing the adop- 


‘Ition of the report and accounts of 


the Association for the year ending 
June 30, 1926, it is only necessary 
to draw your attention to one or 
two items on the account, which 


taken as a whole, appear to me tof 


show a very satisfactory . position. 
The amount of purse money and the 
money expended on trophies. during 
last year amounted to $9,194.50 as 
against $3,791.25 for the previous 
season, The sale of tickets over 
the same period amounted to 
$11,890.73 as against $8,281.88 for 
the season ending June 30, 1924. 
From these it appears that the in- 
creases in, both cases have almost 
balanced one another. 

“T suggest therefore that the big 
purses put up by the Assoejation 
lust season have ‘been .sufficiently 
suppoyted by the general public, to 
warrant the Assogintion following 
the sume procedure again if the 
opportunily affords, 

“The advertising item has been 
reduced by $208.29 in consequence 
of the reduced ratés which have 
‘heen given us by the local papers.

““The General Account and the 
Tournament Account both show 
profit and the Association has 
$2,763.49 with which to commence 
the present season as against 
$3,335.6L at this time last year. 
We have 68 new members who haye 
joined the Association since thr 
last report and “we hope that as 
many more will join us before this 
season is out. 

“With regard to the prospects for 
the present season, there appears 
to be a wealth of new tulent in the 
Colony, owing to the increase in the 
Naval forees and many young 
boxers having risen from the novice 
class during the summer. [ have 
seen the proposed ‘programme for 
the Tournament on November 21 
and am pleased to see that a”con- 
test is to take place between two 
civilians. We shall be very glad 
to hear of any other persons outside 
the' Services who are 
“take the knock,” for us the circle 
of boxers increases, so | hope, will 
the circle of supporters inerease 
also, _,, 

“We have lost one, and are about 
to loge another, consistent and 
energetic supporter’ of the noble 
art, in the departure of the late 
Governor, Sir Reginald Edward 
Gtubbs, and the impending depar- 
ture of the Colonial Secretary Sir 
Claud Severn. It is difficult to 
estimate the advantage the Associa- 
tion has derived from their con- 
enthusiasm and support.

JAPAN'S POLICY IN CHINA. 


AS FAVOURABLE AS THAT OF 
OTHER POWERS. 


Peking; Nov. 5.—Addreasing a 
gathering of Chinese and foreigners 
on the subject of Japan's China 
policy, Baron Hioki, referring to the 
Customs Conference, said that he 
would: associate himself with Mr. 
C. T. Wang in saying that the spirit 
of bargaining should be kept out of 
the Conference discussions. “We. 
are here as friends sitting down tn- 
gether to work out a fair solution of 
a difficult problem, not as an- 
tagonists who seek each for himself 
what can be got by clever bargain- 
ing.” | 

Continuing he said that in regard 

to the other problems involved in 
Japan's relation with China. “when 
the time comes to deal .in detail 
with these matters Japan’s attitude 
will be the same ag it is at this 
Conference, namely to give practi- 
cal expression to our recognition of 
China’s" ‘right to ‘exercise full 
sovereign authority over the ‘ter- 
ritory. of China and in her relations 
with other Powers. All we ask is 
what we believe. intelligent Chinese 
themselves realise is necessary, 
that in fairness to everyone -con- 
cerned duc consideration must be 
given to the legitimnte.aims of 
established interests of foreigners 
in China.—Reuter. *

COSMETIC FROM EGYPT. 


3,000-Year-Old Beauty 
Secret. 


The possibility that the com- 
plexions of young women in £926 
may benofit from a rediscovery of 
the secrets of cosmetics known to 
Egyptian ladies three thousand 
yeats ago, was indieated by Mr. 
Howard Carter in a lecture on 
the Tomb of Tutankhamen a: the 
New Oxford Theatre. 

Among the objects found in the 
Tomb was a cosmetic vase, in 
which the cosmetic was still 
plastic and fragrant. It was hoped 
that this substance--would .be 
reproduced and he was suro that 
it would bo usoful to tho ladies of 
this generation. 

- Among the other discovorios 
made was a bzautiful alabaster 
lamp. For hundreds of years 
Egyptologists had boen trying to 
find out how the ancient Egyp- 
tains illuminated their homes, 
and in their excavations at the 
Valley of the Kings they camo 
across sos eral lamps. They were 
executed in beautiful designs in 
translucent alabaster, and one ‘of 
them stood about three feot.in 
height with a large central cup. 

There was no decoration cithor 
on the oxtorior or the intorior of 
the cup, but immediately a; light 
was placed in ‘the vossel 
there could be.seen a picturo.of 
the young King and Queen in 
‘colours. This offect was producod 
by anothor cup being turned in- 
side the outor vessel, and the two}j 
being fitted so well that tho joints 
could not be detected.
